To Support War Child 

An extensive project to adopt 
the expenses of an underprivileged 
war child in one of the devastated 
countries of Europe has been un- 
dertaken by the campus Metho- 
dist Fellowship. A campaign for 
funds was launched early this 
week. 

This program, which is called the 
Foster Parents' Plan for War 
Children, has spread throughout 
the country. A great number of 
eminent people, among whom are 
President Truman, several sena- 
tors, and popular movie stars, have 
accepted the responsibility of one 
or more of these deprived children. 

The child who has never known 
a normal environment will be pro- 
vided quantities of food, clothing, 
education, books, some medical 
care, and training in the religion 
in which he was born. For these 
services each sponsor sends a 
minimum of $180 which will ade- 
quately . supply these needs for 
one year. 

Owen Fitzgerald, President of 
the group, who presided at the 
meeting Thursday night, October 
20, urged all Methodists and any 
other persons who are interested 
to make their pledges as liberal 
and as quickly as possible in order 
that the money may be sent 
promptly.

Slight Decrease 

Registration for the first se- 
mester this year, although a slight 
decrease from last year's enroll- 
ment, has now reached 748. The 
total picture is a varied and in- 
teresting one. 

Although all over the country 

there has been a definite decrease 

in enrollment in the institutions 

of higher learning, High Point 

'■ College has only 48 fewer students 

than for the same period last year. 

I General predictions are that this 

year will see the peak enrollment 

i of veterans with a steady decline 

] in future years. However, High 

1 Point College has only 27 fewer 

veterans this semester than for 

the Fall Semester of 1948. 

Male students outnumber female 
students this year five to one. The 
students by classes are as follows: 
Freshmen, 243; Sophmores, 168; 
Juniors, 182; Seniors, 138. There 
are 17 special students and 10 
post-graduates. 

North Carolina shows the ma- 
jority number of students having 
707 on campus. Virginia contri- 
8; New York, 6; Pennsylvania, 6; 
South Carolina, 4; Florida, 3; In- 
diana, 3; Georgia, 2; New Jersey, 
2; Maryland, 2; Alabama, 1; 
Washington, D. C, 1; Rhode Is- 
land, 1 ; and Tennessee, 1. Cuba 
and Poland furnished one student 
each. 

Sixteen denominations are re- 
presented on campus. Methodists 
rank first with a total of 363, the 
Baptists second with 168.

Religion Doing 
All Right 



Observations throughout our 
world indicate that religion is do- 
ing all right for itself. There are 
many signs of moral and spiritual 
revival in various parts of our war- 
shocked world. There is evidence 
that a religious revival may b? 
boiling up in England. 

The feeling is widespread in 
Britain that the country will not 
overcome its economic troubles or 
regain its former status as a world 
power without a spiritual awaken- 
ing. There also has been a post- 
war resurgence of religion in Hol- 
land and other continental Coun- 
tries. 

In writing of an interview with 
Madame Chiang Kai-shek, Bewitt 
MacKenzie, A. P. News Analyst, 
quotes Madame Chiang's views of 
China's rehabilitation. She said, 
''Rehabilitation can be achieved 
only through moral and spiritual 
growth." "Do you believe the mor- 
al and spiritual change will come 
to China?" MacKenzie asked. She 
replied,' 'Yes, it is coming." 

But we need not go to Europe or 
Asia to find this upheaval of re. 
ligious interest. We are becoming 
more aware of the trend in our 
western hemisphere. The American 
Bible Society reports more Bibles 
published in 1948 than in any pre- 
vious year, but still the demand is 
great. Most religious denomina- 
tions report an increase in sales of 
religious literature through their 
publishing houses and book stores. 

John L. Springer, A. P. writer, 
sought an explanation of why half 
a dozen religious books had climb- 
ed to the top of the non-fiction 
best-selling lists in the United 
States. William R. Barlow, presi- 
dent of the Fleming H. Revel Com- 
pany, book publishers since 1870, 
asked experts in the field to an- 
swer the query. The consensus was 
that this call for religious books 
indicated a large scale "return to 
religion" in the United States. 
"World War 11 made the majority 
of our people sense the need of re. 
ligion," is the way Andrew W. 
Blackwood, Professor of Homilet- 
ics at Princeton Theological Sem- 
inary, put it. 

Springer reports that since the 

dropping of the first atomic bomb 

and the beginning of the first 

post-war period, there hasn't been

Dr. A. I. Newlin Speaks

Dr. A. I. Newlin, Head of the 
Department of History and Politi- 
cal Science at Guilford College, 
gave the students of High Point 
College the benefit of his two and 
one-half years spent in Geneva, 
Switzerland, in an address to the 
stvdent body in the regular assem- 
bly program Tuesday morning, 
October 31. 

"How Does the World Look from 
Geneva?" was announced as the 
topic by Dr. P. E. Lindley, Dean of 
Students, who presided at the as- 
sembly. 

Dr. Newlin told of the city of 
Geneva and of its particular value 
as an indicator of European 
thought because of its geographi- 
cal location and the many interna- 
tional organizations which draw a 
large foreign population to the city. 

One question which the people 
ask, Dr. Newlin stated, is, "Where 
is the exit?" While the people can 
see some rays of hope, they can 
see no real exit in case trouble 
does arise. Dr. Newlin told of the 
Dutch university student who fear- 
ed not invasion but occupation, and 
of the Norwegian student who is 
afraid that his nation has become 
too much of a satellite to the Unit- 
ed States by the signing of the 
Atlantic Pact. 

"We are facing a common fear, 
experiencing a common fear, ex-

Selects Director 



Dr. B. Joseph Martin, who lias 
been elected as director of the 
recently organized Methodist Col- 
lege Foundation of North Caro- 
lina, Inc., has set up a permanent 
office in the Christian Advocate 
Building in Greensboro, North 
Carolina. 

Dr. Martin, son of a Methodist 
minister, comes to his new post 
from Oklahoma City University, 
Oklahoma City, Okla., where he 
served as vice-president. He has 
earned the A.B. and Th. B. de- 
grees from Pasadena College. 
California, and Th. M. and Ph. 
D. degrees from the University 
of Southern California. He has 
served H business manager and 
vice-president of Asbury Theo- 
logical Seminary, Wilniore. Ky.; 
professor of sociology at Pasa- 
dena College ; superintendent of 
Laird Hall School, Hollywood, 
Calif.; and director of Boys' 
Work, Wesley-McDonald School, 
Houma, La. Dr. Martin has been 
active for a number of years in 
educationaUcircles; he is also an 
ordained minister and has served 
pastorate* for eight years in Ohio 
and California. 

The Methodist College Founda- 
tion, formally organized last year, 
was created to give active sup- 
port to the five North Carolina 
Methodist education institutions, 
which are Louisburg Junior Col- 
lege, Brevard Junior College. 
Duke University, Greensboro Col- 
lege, and High Point College. 
This Foundation grew out of the 
Methodist College Advance, which 
sought to raise more than $2.- 
000,000 to aid the five colleges. 
The membership of the Founda- 
tion is composed of representa- 
tives from all sections of the 
State, including the trustees and 
presidents of the five Methodist 
institutions, the presiding liish 
ops. the district superintendents 
of both conferences, the chairmen 
of the two conference Boards of 
Lay Activities and Education, 
and fifteen members from each 
district in the two conferences. 
This makes a total membership 
of about 500 which meets an- 
nually. A council of about thirty 
members and an executive com- 
mittee of nine members direct 
the activities of the Foundation. 
Funds of the Foundation arc held 
by a board of trustees. 

Dr. Martin spent Monday, No 
vember 14, at High Point Col- 
lege, where he conferred at length 
with the President of High Point 
College, Dr. Denrns Cooke, and 
inspected all of the college build- 
ings and facilities. He was also 
a guest of the college for lunch. 
At a Faculty Meeting Monday 
afternoon. Dr. Martin was pre- 
sented to the faculty by Dr. 
Cooke. In his talk Dr. Martin as- 
sured the faculty that the Foun- 
dation would do everything pos- 
sible to promote the interests of 
High Point College. 

The Methodist College Founda- 
tion will hold its annual meeting 
at the Wesley Memorial Church 
on Saturday. December 10, at 
which time Dr. Cooke has been 
invited to give the major address. 
The subject of his address will 
be "The Role of Independent 
Colleges and Universities."

The score was 
tied 6-6 at half-time. 

The most spectacular run of 
the game occurred at the opening 
of the second half.

Dreles' pass to Fisher was com- 
plete. The Panthers led 26-20 
After this the Pirates were un 
able to cope with the Panther 
line till the breaks began to turn 
in their favor. The Panthers suf- 
fered two straight 15-yard penal- 
ties which placed the ball on their 
15-yard line and fourth down. At 
this point Coach James sent 
Evans into the game with instruc- 
tions to drop behind the goal 
line and thus give the Pirates a 
safety. But the Pirate line was 
too fast and downed Evans on 
the 18. There were 15 seconds 
remaining in the ball game. In 
a desperate struggle the Pirates 
took to the air in order to score. 
Three attempts were fruitless, 
but the fourth try was complete. 
The try for the all-important ex- 
tra point was incomplete and 
therefore the game ended with 
the score tied 26-26. 

It was a rough, bruising game 
with both lines charging hard 
and fast. The only serioifs in- 
jury of the game was suffered 
by Captain Bruce Bailey of the 
Panthers. He was removed to the 
hospital where his injuries were 
found not to be serious. He was 
able to play against Wofford. 



* Wofford College invaded Al-'* 
bion Millis Stadium last Satur- 
day night to ring the curtain 
down on the 1949 season for 
High Point College. At the same 
time they handed Coach James 
and his- Purple Panthers the 
worst defeat in their careers. It 
was obvious from the first kick- 
off that High Point was meeting 
the Notre Dame of the small 
college circle. 

When the Terriers arrived in 
town Friday afternoon they had 
a string of 21 games without 
defeat to their credit and by mid- 
night Saturday night their string 
had been extended to 22 as they 
smothered the Panthers 83-13, 
before 2,200 cold, shivering fans 
Supporters of High Point can 
be consoled by the fact that Wof ■ 
ford had previously beaten such 
foes as Tennessee Tech, Presby- 
terian, The Citadel, and Cataw- 
ba. Some of these foes have 
played Southern and Southeast- 
ern Conference teams and gave 
a good account of themselves in 
those games. 

The Wofford attack was led 
by Sammy Sewell, who personal- 
ly accounted for three touch- 
downs and carried the ball eight 
times for 128 yards. It was a 
smooth operating single wing 
team that was characterized by 
vicious blocking on the line. 

The longest run of the game 
was registered by Vernon Quick, 
a terrier guard, who intercepted 
a blocked pass from VonDrehle 
on the Wofford 13 and returned 
it 86 yards for a touchdown. 

Lloyd, Ilderton, and Von- 
Drehle led the Panther attack. 
In the second quarter Lloyd and 
Ilderton drove 60 yards, with 
Lloyd driving over from the two- 
foot line for the initial score of 
the Panthers. 

In the waning minutes of the 
fourth quarter Wofford was pen- 
alized 45 yards on three straight 
penalities for personal fouls. 
This placed the ball on the 14 
yard line with five seconds re- 
maining in the ball game.

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Stern Measures 
Needed to Stop 
Communism 

Mr. Alvin Wingfield, student 
of Russia, spoke to the student 
body and faculty of High Point 
College, Tuesday, November 22, 
1949, on the danger of Russian 
Communism to the peace of the 
world. 

Mr. Wingfield is one of the 
country's most outstanding in- 
terpreters of Russian thought, 
though he insists he is an ama- 
teur on the subject. Mr. Wing- 
field has had firsthand contact 
with tlie Russians as liaison of- 
ficer between the headquarters 
of General Lucius Clay and the 
Russian headquarters in Berlin, 
Germany, during the early 
months following World War II. 

Textbooks used in the educa- 
tion of first and second grade 
children in Russia were shown to 
tlie assembly with emphasis 
placed upon the early slant giv- 
en to tlie military in that country. 
Also shown were newspapers 
which Mr. Wingfield receives di- 
rect from Moscow. Mr. Wing- 
field. an accomplished linguist, 
translated some of the headlines 
from these newspapers to show 
the students the type of propa- 
ganda Russia feeds to its people. 

"Only the sternest measures — 
short of war, if possible, but still 
the sternest measures — can stop 
Russian efforts to Communize 
and dominate the world," de- 
clared Mr. Wingfield. 

During the last 18 months Mr. 
Wingfield has been invited to 
address more than 200 organi- 
zations and institutions through- 
out the southeast. 

Dr. Cooke Speaks 
To Altrusans 

Dr. Dennis H. Cooke, President 
of High Point College, was guest 
speaker at the November dinner 
and program meeting of the Al- 
trusa Club on November 22, at 
the Sheraton Hotel. 

"Education Is A Good Invest- 
ment" was the subject of Dr. 
Cooke's address. He asked the 
group to accompany him on an 
imaginary trip to certain parts of 
the world and gave statistics on 
each country's educational level 
in relation to its standard of liv- 
ing and natural resources to sup- 
port his statement that a coun 
try's standard of living and in- 
come are in direct proportion to 
its educational level. 

Of the 20,000 names in the 
volumes of Who's Who In Amir- 
ica, 18,000 were college gradu- 
ates, 2,000 were high school grad 
uates, and only 22 ceased educa- 
tion at the end of the elementary 
grades. "On an average, the bet- 
ter educated man or woman gets 
higher wages, with few excep- 
tions," Dr. Cooke said, quoting 
from available statistics.

Attention was called to the fact 
that the first battle of the Revo 
lution was not at Lexington. 
Massachusetts, as taught by the 
history books, but here in North 
Carolina. The Battle of Alamance 
between the Regulators and Gov- 
ernor Tryon's forces May 16. 
1771. was the first battle of the 
Revolution, according to research 
done by Dean Lindley. 

Dean Lindley has visited nu- 
merous historical sites and made 
pictures to corroborate his re 
search. The village of Guilford 
College was discovered as the 
birthplace of Dolly Payne Madi- 
son. wife of President James 
Madison. Beyond Guilford Col- 
lege is the birthplace of Joe Can- 
non, Congressman and Speaker 
of the House for many years. 

Near Reidsville Dean Lindley 
located the neglected grave of 
the wife of Senator Stephen A. 
Douglas. Mrs. Douglas was the 
former Miss Martha Martin. She 
died in Washington and was 
brought back to North Carolina 
bv private conveyance for burial 
in Januarv. 1853. Senator Doug- 
las' resting place is marked by 
a one-hun dred-foot monument 

Assembly Address 
By Rabbi Unger 

Dr. Sidney Unger of Ashe- 
ville. North* Carolina, addressed 
the student body and faculty of 
High Point College on Tuesday. 
November 29, on the subject of 
Jewish customs and ceremonies 
which have meant so much to 
our Hebrew-Christian culture. 

A graduate of Temple Uni- 
versity, Dr. Unger also studied 
at the University of Pennsylvania 
and spent three summers at the 
University of Mexico. Young 
though he is, he served in two 
world wars. In the First World 
War, he served as a machine- 
gunner and as Chaplain in World 
War II. Dr. Unger is Rabbi of 
the Jewish Temple in Ashevillc 
in addition to being a scholar, 
religious leader, and lecturer. 

*The end of all religious cere- 
monies and customs is to intensi- 
fy the relationship between God 
and man," declared Dr. Unger.

Bentonville was the scene of 
the last battle of any consequence 
of the Civil War, March. 1890, 
between General Johnston and 
General Sherman. Sherman was 
coming up from Georgia and was 
stopped and held by Johnston. 
In this engagement it is estimated 
that the Union forces lost about 
1,600 men; the Confederates 
about 2,700. The treaty ending 
the Civil War was drawn up west 
of Durham in Bennett House 
which lias since burned leaving 
only the chimney standing. 

Salisbury has a national ceme- 
tery in which Robert Livingston, 
son of David Livingston, mis- 
sionary-explorer, was buried. 
Robert fled to the United States 
and joined the Union forces. He 
was taken prisoner and placed in 
a Confederate prison where he 
died from disease and starvation 
in December. 1864. He enlisted 
under the name of Robert Vin- 
cent. Livingston College is named 
for him. 

Mocksville is the home of Ma- 
jor Tom Farrabee who dropped 
the first atomic bomb used in 
warfare. Dean Lindley visited 
Major Farrabee's home but found 
him away in school in Florida. 
Mrs. Farrabee, the major's moth- 
er, was reluctant to talk of the 
bombing or be photographed.

What is this "thing" called 
W. A. A? Lend an ear, and I'll 
tell you. 

The W. A. A. is the Women's 
Athletic Association of High 
Point College. Its purpose is to 
promote interest in gymnastic 
and athletic activities among the 
women of the college as a means 
of promoting skill in sports fel- 
lowship, health, and co-operation 
with other organizations on the 
campus. 

Throughout the year a variety 
of sports is conducted: soccer, 
hockey, volley ball, basketball, 
and softball. By participating in 
one of these and getting the re- 
quired number of practices (usu- 
ally eight), a girl receives one 
hundred credits and is eligible 
for membership in the organiza- 
tion. | 

Awards are given according to 
the number of points earned — 500 
points, a numeral; 1,000 points, 
a letter; 1,500 points, a sweater. 

Only a few girls have won the 
sweater. To win it a girl must 
start taking part in sports her 
freshman year and continue un- 
til she graduates. For each sport 
in which one gets the required 



number of practices, 100 points 
credit is given. 

Individual varsity insignias arc 
given to girls who make the var- 
sity team in any sport. Such a 
team is chosen by the Woman's 
Athletic Council composed of the 
W. A. A. president, secretary, 
treasurer, and physical education 
instructor. Members of this team 
are chosen according to general 
appearance, co-operative attitude, 
effort, and ability. To each girl 
who m.'ilys varsity in a particular 
sport an additional 50 points 
credit is given. 

The W. A. A. will accept trans- 
fer students into active member- 
ship if their previous points com- 
pare with our point system. 

The association has its regular 
meeting the last Thursday night 
of the month. The basement club 
room of Woman's Hall is usually 
the place.

Undoubtedly the figure will 
be high because for one thing the L\ S. produced over six million 
automobiles this year to pass all previous records. 

This means that there are more automobiles on the roads todav 
than ever before. More people are killed during this season than at 
any other time. You will not be the only student on the road, as 
thousands of other college students wili be going and returning 
from home at the same time we are. Every 24 hours 89 lives are 
lost in traffic accidents. It will be a much happier Christmas for 
everyone if you who drive will drive carefully and reach vour 
destination. 

Remember these figures: During the year 1949 there were 
32.000 people killed as the result of automobile accidents, during 
the same period there were 1.100.000 non-fatal accidents. Although 
these non-fatal accidents were not fatal immediately the long-run 
effect could be disastrous. The direct economic loss from these 
accidents was over one billion dollars. These figures for the economic 
losses do not include the broken bones that never heal, the parents 
that lose a child, the child that loses a parent, the wife that loses 
a husband. The accident itself can result in poorer health which 
would lower the economic and social condition of the person involved. 
-The life you save may be your own.— To your loved one an 
automobile can be replaced but you can't; so drive in such a man- 
ner that you will protect that investment that has been made in you.

New Radio Series,

Dr. Cooke declared that there 
was no substitute for competition, 
even in higher education; that 
it was of the greatest importance 
that independent colleges and 
universities not only survive but 
provide the stiffest sort of com- 
petition for those which depend 
upon taxes. 

Dr. Cooke made the following 
observations: Four areas in high- 
er consideration and attention: 
1. — Privately endowed and sup- 
ported colleges and universities 
must always be ahead of the pro- 
cession. 2 — The problem of edu- 
cational costs may need revising. 
3 — If our independent institu- 
tions are to provide stimulus, 
imagination, and leadership, these 
will come out of people, and not 
out of stone and mortar. 4 — The 
only real defense, in this time of 
great and terrible problems, 
seems to be in the field of char 
acter and morality. 

Citing our high educational 
level in America, Dr. Cooke said 
that we have the highest crime 
rate in the world. 

He closed with the following 
statement: "We must make the 
education in our church-related 
colleges more than knowledge; 
we must make it Christian edu- 
cation ; it must be education 
plus."

1 1 it ion Day in' the local church 
achieves two outstanding results. 
First, the service of recognition 
gives the student a sense of spir- 
itual backing. How decisive this 
it at times, and how important 
it is to know that one has spirit- 
ual backing and support! In 
stabilizing young lives, more is 
wrought by warm-hearted inter- 
est than this world dreams of. 

The second value of the ob- 
servance is that it does some- 
thing for the church. It reminds 
the congregation of responsibility 
to the student — a responsibility 
that is urgent and real. If Moth- 
er Monica or Mother Susannah 
had evaded responsibility, who 
can be sure that Augustine or 
Wesley would have stirred souls 
for God? If Mother Church 
evades responsibility to students, 
who can estimate the loss? 

The tremendous pressures that 
are being brought to bear today 
upon students places us under 
the urgent and immediate neces- 
sity of thinking of education as 
something much more than the 
mere transmission of facts. It 
must also be a counseling process 
by which students are trained 
to expect, to identify and to deal 
with the situations which they 
meet. The church is definitely 
concerned both for the well-being 
of human personality and for 
the outlook of potential leaders. 
The church's recognition of the 
importance of the student begins 
long before the young person 
goes to college. It is the pastor's 
privilege to counsel with students 
of his congregation all through 
their school years, and when the 
young people go away from home 
to school he has added oppor- 
tunity. Whether he talks to the 
students as a group or individual- 
ly, he must remind them that a 
strong moral and religious of- 
fensive is adventuresome and that 
participation in religious activi- 
ties on the campus is enriching.

Emphasized In 
Teacher's Job 

The high qualities and quali- 
fications most desired in the 
tcachcr-of-tomorrow will be eval- 
uated for the first time in North 
Carolina as a state-wide program 
to "glamorize" the teaching pro- 
fusion gets under way. 

The Division of Higher Educa- 
tion and the Department of Fu- 
ture Teachers of America, under 
the sponsorship of the North 
Carolina Education Association 
and the State Department of 
Education have inaugurated this 
program in an effort to publicize 
the positive side of teaching. 

Dr. Elizabeth Welch of Salem 
College, president of the division, 
says its primary purposes are: 
( 1 ) To erase from the minds of 
prospective teachers the thought 
tli.it teaching has only a debit 
side; (2) to have high school boys 
and girls feel that their teachers 
consider it a privilege and an 
honor to teach them, and (3) 
that the teaching profession of- 
fers deep and abiding pleasure. 

During the next two months, 
students and faculty of teacher- 
training institutions over the state 
will stress the importance of the 
program by conducting an eval- 
uation campaign to choose a rep- 
resentative Mr. and Miss Stu- 
dent Teacher from their campus. 
Those selected as possessing the 
qualities most desired in future 
teachers will be presented to the 
members of the North Carolina 
Education Association at their 
state meeting in Raleigh, March 
8-11. 

The future teachers, under di- 
rection of Beverly Johnson, state 
president, have greatly aided in 
promoting the project and will 
guide the campaign on their re- 
spective campuses. 

Qualifications being considered 
include personality (intelligence, 
r< liability, adaptability, leader- 
ship, creativeness, enthusiasm, in- 
tegrity, sense of humor); essen- 
tial understanding (general cul 
tural understanding, understand- 
ing of children, school's pur- 
poses, problems and operation, 
and understanding of the prin- 
ciple! of effective human rela- 
tions ) ; professional competencies 
(discovering pupil needs, working 
creatively with colleagues, ad-

10 Steps in Securing a Job 



1). Have at hand a continuous 
record of all your jobs, with the 
dates of employment, wages re- 
ceived, work performed, and rea- 
sons for leaving each job. 

2). Be able to name as refer- 
ence at least three responsible 
and reliable persons who know 
you well. 

3). Make sure you are pre- 
sentable before leaving for the 
interview. Be neat and clean but 
avoid "dressing up." 

4). Learn as much as you can 
before the interview about the 
kind of work in which the firm, 
to which you are applying for a 
job, is engaged. 

5). Be on time for the inter- 
view and go alone. 

6). During the interview, 
speak with confidence, enthusi- 
asm, but not too much or too 
loud. 

7). Try to forget personal 
problems, domestic or otherwise. 

8). Answer all questions fully, 
truthfully and concisely. 



9). Sit quietly and comfortably 
when talking to the employer. 

10). If you are nervous and 
self-conscious during the inter 
view, do not become discouraged. 

A day or so after you have 
had your interview — make it a 
point to send a carefully written 
"thank you" letter to the employ- 
er. This courtesy, which takes 
so little time, may well cinch that 
job for you.

Hoover Plan 
Explained To

Mr. C. A. York, Jr., addressed 
the student assembly Tuesday, 
January 3, on the Hoover Plan 
for government economy. 

"The government is presently 
spending $18,000 every minute, 
over and above the amount it was 
receiving," stated Mr. York. He 
declared that if our country is to 
survive it must stop wasteful ex- 
travagance. He described the ov- 
erlapping of department and bu- 
reaus, and bad treatment of the 
President to whom 65 different 
agencies make reports. He point- 
ed out that at present it takes 
$10 to process one service dollar. 
He declared that taxation had 
reached the saturation point and 
that the Post Office Department 
was $500 million in the red last 
year. 

York outlined the Hoover 
economy plan which has the en- 
dorsement of the President and 
many other government officials 
as well as most of the leading 
businessmen of the nation. 

Students were asked to sign a 
mimeographed letter which would 
be sent to their Congressmen to 
get them to accept the Hoover 
Commission's program.

Tied For Top Spot 

Guard Leonard Hunt and For- 
ward Bill Waiz are tied for scor- 
ing honors with a 13.2 average 
per game. Hunt has played in 
eleven games and scored a total 
of 145 points while Waiz has 
played in ten games and scored 
a total of 132 points. 

Big Ed Sueta is close behind 
with a 12.5 average per game. 
Sueta has played in eleven games 
and scored a total of 138 points. 
Joyce has a 12 average for 132 
points in eleven games. Gray 
Cartwright rounds out the first 
five with 5.5 points in ten games. 

The three leading reserve play- 
ers are Bob Draper with a 4.3 
average in six games. Paul Pryor 
with a 4.1 average in seven 
games, and Keith Mobley with a 
2.5 average in six games. 

These averages are computed 
through the Guilford game of 
January 10. The Panthers con- 
tinue to burn up the hardwood 
at a better than 60 points average 
per game. 



Catawba was the first Con- 
ference foe to feel the onslaught 
of the victorious Panthers when 
the growling Panthers invaded 
the wigwam of the Indians on 
January 7. For the first time in 
four years the Indians lost a 
game to the Panthers on the In- 
dians' own camping grounds. It 
was a hard-fought battle from 
beginning to end that saw three 
of the first stringers on both 
sides foul out. Coach James was 
forced to call three untried re- 
serves out of their den. These 
reserves proved their power and 
it is to them that the largest 
credit for the twenty-point mar- 
gin of victory must go. The In- 
dians lost their scalp to the tune 
of 79-59. On January 10 the 
pious Quakers from Guilford at- 
tempted to tame the fighting 
Panthers, but their efforts were 
in vain as the Panthers chewed 
them to a 75-57 victory. Bill 
Waiz and Ace Cartwright were 
sidelined with injured ankles. 
The outstanding players of the 
game were the two reserves, Paul 
Pryor and Bob Draper who led 
the fight right up to the steeple 
of the Quakers. 

On January 5, the Panthers 
defeated the Eatmans semi-pro 
team from Greensboro by a de- 
cisive 72-51 margin. In a game 
played just before the Christmas 
holidays the Panthers redeemed 
themselves for their only loss 
early in the season by dumping 
the strong semi-pro team of 
Hanes Hosiery from Winston- 
Salem from the undefeated ranks. 
This is the team that formerly 
defeated the Panthers and also 
held victories over North Caro- 
lina, Wake Forest and Duke Uni- 
versity.

dustrial production in Western 
Europe has not increased since 
early summer."' A member of the 
Public Advisory Board of the 
Marshall Plan. Eric Johnston, 
stated upon his returning from 
Europe, "Communism is increas 
ing in Western Europe in spite 
of the Marshall Plan." Another 
great American, Republican Sen- 
ator Ralph Flanders of Vermont, 
on his return from a trip to Eu- 
rope said. "The United States 
has lost a major and perhaps de- 
cisive battle . . . the Marshall 
Plan is becoming diverted from 
its original purpose of European 
recovery into a means of rearm- 
ing Europe." 

But what of the countries that 
are not participating in the Mar 
shall Plan? 

The United Nations Monthly 
Bulletin of Statistics stated: The 
ratio of industrial recovery is 
higher among the non-participat- 
ing nations than among the par 
ticipating nations in the Mar 
shall Plan while "the economic 
status of the French workers was 
worse than before the Marshall 
Plan." 

There is only one solution to 
the present European situation. 
The solution is "A new program 
of economic assistance — con- 
ducted through the United N a 
tions and eliminating both politi- 
es] conditions for aid and mili- 
tary subsidies. " When this is 
done. European recovery will sur- 
pass the greatest expectations of 
the civilized world.

Honor System at H. P. College 



At a recent meeting composed 
of faculty heads and the heads 
of the Student Government, the 
following plan was agreed upon 
in regards to an Honor System 
at High Point College. In Chapel 
on January 17th, Dr. Hinshaw 
summed up the results of the 
meeting as follows: 

Capitalizing on the work that 
has been done toward an honor 
system at High Point College, 
the executive committee of the 
faculty and the Student Govern 
merit officers sincerely hope that 
an effective honor system can re 
suit at High Point College at the 
earliest possible date. They also 
believe that each student should 
assume full responsibility for his 
own action in every test and ex 
animation. 

Yet it is the consensus of the 
executive committee of the fac- 
ulty and officers of the Student 
Government that until such time 
as a satisfactory and effective 
honor system can be evolved, the 
faculty should supervise dupli 
eating, administering, and takinp 
of all tests and examinations. 

Dean Lindley then made a 



brief talk on the reason for con 
cern over an honor system. He 
stated that the college has been 
approaching and trying to build 
an honor system all these years 
and needs to conserve what has 
already been achieved. Dean 
Lindley praised the sentiment of 
the student leadership as being 
identical with the thoughts of 
the faculty. Both are struggling 
for something that is for the high- 
est welfare for all. 

He presented three reasons as 
to why an honor system is need- 
ed: 

1. Without strict honor on an 
exam the exam would amount to 
nothing. An exam is a unit of 
measure, and if everyone cheated 
all grades would be faked ; there- 
fore, the honor student who had 
studied would be robbed. 

2. It is a law of ethics that in 
regard to one's conduct one 
should act as if his conduct 
should become the law universal. 

3. In cheating the person robs 
himself more than anyone else- 
it is a question of his own m 
tcgritv. As Emerson says: "The 
thief but steals from himself."

Hi-Po Staff to 
Lead Polio 
Drive at H.P.C. 



Starting next Wednesday, Feb- 
ruary 1, the staff of the Hi-Po 
will commence a drive on the 
campus to raise funds for the 
National Foundation for Infan- 
tile Paralysis. The campaign will 
run through Saturday, Febru- 
ary 4th. 

The reason that the staff has 
decided to try to aid the Na- 
tional Foundation is that it is one 
of the most worthy campaigns in 
our nation. 

Last year saw the largest num- 
ber of polio cases in the history 
of our nation. There were 52,000 
cases with more than 10,000 cases 
over 15 years old, with the great- 
est number proportionally be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 24. 
This large number of cases was 
a serious drain on the National 
Foundation's funds. 

We in North Carolina well jre- 
member the summer of 1947 and 
last summer. The largest major- 
ity of striken patients could not 
afford the expensive treatment 
that is necessary to effect a re- 
covery. 

The National Foundation must 
have the necessary funds to carry 
on next summer in case the out- 
break is as great as last summer. 
The campaign is the most con- 
centrated this year because those 
funds must be built back up. 

We here at the college have 
been called on to help. Not many 
on this campus could afford to be 
treated if they were hit. A small 
investment now is very good in- 
surance for the future. 

In addition to patient care, the 
Foundation is conducting an ex- 
tensive research and educational 
program. Virus research seeking 
a means of prevention or control 
of poliomyelitis has cost the Na- 
tional Foundation over eight mil- 
lion dollars, while research for 
the prevention and treatment of 
after-effects of the disease have 
cost three million. 

When the staff of the Hi-Po 
sets up its booth next week, we 
are asking each student to donate 
at least one quarter to this worthy 
cause.

On-the-Spot Exams 
Given by Jet Pilots 

Young men and women inter- 
ested in a career as an officer in 
the United States Air Force wi 
have an opportunity to be inter 
viewed and completely processed 
by Air Force Jet Pilots here. 

Major McLaurin. veteran B-29 
pilot in the Pacific, from Shaw 
Air Force Base announced that 
Captain Burns, jet pilot with a 
long combat record at Guadal- 
canal and Christmas Islands, and 
another jet pilot will he on hand 
to answer all questions concern- 
ing Pilot, Navigator, and OCS 
Training, and tell how it feels to 
fly those fast jet. fighters ami 
bombers. 

The interviewing board is es 
peeially equipped to give a com- 
plete vision and hearing exami- 
nation and, along with the writ 
ten test, can advise immediately 
whether the applicant is quali- 
fied. This enables the applicant 
to get an on-the-spot exam and 
eliminate delay and uncertainty 

The three types of training 
have the same educational re- 
quirement and that is two years 
of college with the exception that 
the OCS applicant may he a high 
school graduate and have the abil- 
ity to pass an equivalent examina- 
tion of those two years. The 
,ihvsic"al requirements vary with 
each of the three programs, the 
pilot and navigator having more 
stringent vision standards than 
those of the officer candidate for 
men and women. 

Generally the three types to 
be explained and tested next week 
are, one, Aviation Cadet Pilot 
Training. Young men selected 
from those qualified receive 18 
months of academic and flying 
instructions. Graduates are 
awarded the silver wings of a 
pilot and commissions as second 
lieutenants in the Air Force. Out- 
standing graduates receive regu- 
lar commissions. All others, with 
reserve commissions, have oppor- 
tunity to compete for regular 
commissions while on three years 
of active duty in flying assign- 
ments with the Air Force. 

To be eligible for pilot train- 
ing, single men must be between 
the ages of 19l/ 2 and 26l/ 2 ; citi- 
zens, and pass the qualifying ex- 
amination ; and with high physical 
and moral qualifications. Classes 
begin every six weeks. 

Two, Aviation Cadet Navigator 
Training. Young officers trained 
in the latest technique of radar 
navigation are in great demand 
to navigate the bombers and 
transports. To meet this increas 
ing need for navigators, the Air 
Force has opened an Aviation 
Cadet Navigator School at El- 
lington Base, Houston, Texas. 
Classes begin every month. 

Graduates of the 12-month 
training program receive conunis 
sions as second lieutenants, with 
aeronautical rating as navigator. 
After a 30-day leave with pay. 
they are assigned to navigation 
duties with the Strategic Air 
Command or the world-wide Mili- 
tary Air Transport Service. 

Opportunities for regular com- 
missions are the same as for 
aviation cadets taking pilot train-

Home Ec. 
Dept. Shows 
High Average 

In the last nine years there 
have been 45 graduates in Home 
Economics from High Point Col- 
lege, making an average for the 
past nine years of five graduates 
per teacher per year. This num- 
ber is higher than the average 
per teacher in the large institu- 
tions and higher than the average 
of all the Home Economics de- 
partments. 

The figures taken from the 
1948 issue of U. S. Office of 
Education, Vocational Education 
in Federal Security Agency at 
Washington, D. C, show: 

Ames Home Ec. College total 
2.8 graduates in Home Ec. per 
teacher per year. 

The University of Nebraska to- 
tal 2.0 graduates in Home Ec. 
per teacher per year. 

The George Peabody College 
total 3.8 graduates in Home Ec. 
per teacher per year. 

The University of Texas total 
3.0 graduates in Home Ec. per 
teacher per year. 

Marshall College, W. Va., total 
2.8 graduates in Home Ec. per 
teacher per year. 

In 1948 in the co-ed institu- 
tions, the Home Ec. majors num- 
ber nearer 10 per cent of the 
total women enrolled. High Point 
College meets this requirement of 
10 per cent of girls enrolled and 
sometimes has exceeded this 10 
per cent. 

Child development classes use 
the "Jack and Jill Nursery" in 
High Point and a practice house 
is maintained for senior girl 
Home Ec. majors.

Alumni Serve in 
Many Fields 

Since 1927, High Point College 
has graduated 1,700 men and 
women who have brought and 
are still bringing honor and dis- 
tinction to their Alma Mater. 
Approximately 1,100 have given 
their services to 158 towns and 
communities of North Carolina. 

The number of graduates have 
increased from 18 in 1927 to 
154 in 1949. The number of men 
graduates has exceeded the num- 
ber of women graduates by four 
to one in recent years. Formerly 
this ratio was almost reversed 
with the number of women grad- 
uates exceeding the number of 
men graduates three to one. 

Approximately 1,000 teachers 
and' 100 ministers are keeping 
the name of High Point College 
before the public.

Dr. Dennis Cooke to be Inaugurated 
Third President of High Point College 
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EDITORIALS 

We, the students at High Point College are indeed fortunate to 
have as our next President a man with the experience and vision 
that Dr. Dennis H. Cooke possesses. Dr. Cooke has a wide ex- 
perienee in the educational field and we may rest assured that 
under his leadership the college will become fully accredited in the 
near future. Dr. Cooke has expressed definite plans for the next 
ten years. Following is his own statement as to the next ten Years 
at High Point College: 

"We do not haze our hearts get on 'bigness' here at High 
Point College; neither are ice against it. We are an institution 
of between seven and eight hundred students. This is all tee can 
handle with our present facilities, and do a good job. We are 
not allergic to becoming a larger institution, hut we must 'get 
better' before tee hare a right to 'get bigger.' If our friends 
give the College enough money to expand and to improve our 
program, we shall become both 'bigger and better.' Hut i( we 
must choose between becoming 'bigger or better,' as it appears 
we must until larger funds are in sigh}, we must become 'better.' 
For the next ten years, therefore, emphasis should be placed 
upon development of our present program rather than expan- 
sion. Considerable effort should be devoted toward improving 
our academic structure which has been good, but it should be 
made better. All departments should be improved and strength- 
ened, and as many instructors with advanced graduate degrees 
should be added as we can afford." 

These few words should be enough to indicate to the students. 
faculty, alumni, and friends of the school that we have a President 
who will be working hard to improve the standards of High Point 
College and will endeavor to place our institution on a par with 
any institution of its size in the country. This is a big job and one 
man cannot do it alone. There must be ceaseless help from every 
quarter. We as students can help to make this a better school. 
By patient study and our loyal support. By supporting the Ad- 
ministration and by letting the outside world know what a great 
school we have and also by informing everyone just what our 
President is out to accomplish. When we graduate and become 
Alumni then we will be in a better position to aid our school. It 
will be our duty to join the Alumni organization and to get behind 
it to make it a strong group to support the various programs that 
our college is undertaking. 

Many factors have been working for better student spirit and 
student-faculty relations during the past year. Dr. 'Cooke has been 
directly behind this movement and the program has been successful. 
One important factor has been the weekly assemblies where the 
students and faculty are able to get together and discuss current 
problems and also to inform everyone just what is happening and 
why. It has proved to be a definite aid to student morale to be 
able to come together once a week. Another outstanding feature 
noticeable on the campus this year has been the vibrant student 
spirit and a strong willingness to support the athletic teams and 
the different new programs that have been instituted for their 
benefit. These are just a start and now with a strong pilot at the 
wheel the school and its supporters will rise to a higher height 
than has been attained previously. 

High Point College is a young school. At 25 years of age it 
is not much older than its student body, but unlike its student body 
the college has reached full maturity and has now taken a seat 
among the eldest colleges of this nation. The students and alumni 
are indebted to the City of High Point for making a college at this 
location possible. The City of High Point donated fifty acres of 
land and contributed * 1 00.000 through a citizens committee to make 
the college possible. The city itself has derived manv benefits from 
the college being located here. The cultural atmosphere of a college 
has been introduced, almost half the graduates of the college are 
from High Point itself. By the college being located here many 
students have been able to attend college where thev would have- 
not been able to otherwise due to the expense incurred in going off 
to a distant college. In 25 years High Point College has conferred 
almost 1.700 degrees, and from an initial enrollment of 27 it grew 
to an all-time high of NHi students in 1919. The property value. 
of the eollege now stands at $1. 000.000 and is growing every year. 
From only an idea* the success of the college is a success story 
that could only take place in a free nation such as ours. The college 
has been supported l,y the people and owes its success to the people 
and not to being supported by state or national funds. By keeping 
itself free from entanglements by anv political organization the- 
college has been able to teach what it considered right and fitting in 
a free democracy. Although High Point College is a church- 
related school its liberal education policv is such that no faith feels 
offended j„ pursuing tlu- different courses offered. All students 
are required to pursue one year of Bible teaching, but the courses 
are not taught from the angle of one church denomination. The 
courses are designed to embrace all faiths. Protestants, Catholics 
and Jews sit side by side i„ each class and enjoy the same type of 
instruction. All Protestant faiths have at one time or the other 
had ministerial students to complete their undergraduate work at 
High Point College. High Point College is truly a democratic 
school to all faiths. 



HITCH-HIKING 

Some of us still have ears that will still run, and it would give 
us real pleasure to help the roadside High Point students reach 
their destinations. What we need is an authentic High Point signal. 
Too often have we stopped to give a lift to otic we thought belonged 
to us.

High Point College is my Alma Mater 
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College Is Asset to 
City of High Point 

In 1924 the people of High 
Point established a college here. 
It took much hard work but only 
minor emphasis was placed on 
the prospective institution as an 
economic asset. 

The original founders looked 
upon the college as an education- 
al opportunity, a cultural center, 
an asset with beautiful buildings, 
all of which have come true. 

Financially the dividend paid 
by the college cannot be over- 
looked. College operations and 
student expenditures are esti- 
mated at 20 times the cash sub- 
scriptions. The four financial 
campaigns between 1924 and 
1945 netted almost a .quarter of 
a million dollars in cash. Be- 
tween four and five million dol- 
lars have flowed through local 
commercial and banking chan- 
nels as a result of this location. 
Naturally dormitory students 
spend more locally ' than those 
who come daily from cities close 
by and the local young people. 
Authorities calculate that at to- 
day's price, level a student living 
on the campus makes personal 
expenditures of $160 to $175 in 
a college year. In a fiscal year 
these students represent some 
$50,000 in local markets. 

Since the establishment of the 
college, students have spent be- 
tween a million and a quarter 
and a million and a half dollars 
in High Point. This excludes the 
people who live outside of town 
even though they do buy articles 
that will amount to quite a sum. 

It ha« been ascertained that 
the college is an important con- 
sumer of both retail and whole- 
sale merchants. Supplies for the 
cafeteria run into a substantial 



figure; purchases for classrooms 
and departmental and building 
use represents a considerable sum. 
Including the salaries for college 
instructors and employees the in- 
stitution provides more than 
$125,000 per year for local dis- 
tribution. 

Economy for the local students 
has shown that there is an ave- 
rage saving of at least $175 an- 
nually. 

With more than 600 High 
Point young people graduating 
at the college, it is estimated that 
in excess of $100,000 has re- 
mained in the community that 
otherwise would have been dis- 
tributed in other municipalities. 

Including buildings, equipment, 
real estate and endowments which 
provide a certain amount of in- 
come for operating purposes, col- 
lege authorities appraise all capi- 
tal assets as just short of a full 
million dollars.

Liberal 
Education 

By CHARLES CHILDS 
Under the directorship of the 
Chancellor. Robert Hutching, the 
University of Chicago was the 
first major American university 
to adopt a plan of liberal educa- 
tion. Chancellor Hutching, noted 
philosopher. returned to the 
teaching of the old classics such 
as Socrates. Plato and Aristotle. 
When he first placed the liberal' 
education into operation there 
was considerable criticism from 
many notable conservative educa- 
tors. 

But what was his plan a/id 
what has been the result of this 
liberal education plan? 

Chancellor Hutchins' plan was 
to have every graduate of the 
University a "well rounded citi- 
zen." His plan has been fulfilled 
through a planned curricular for 
each individual student. Each 
student is required to pass spe- 
cific courses in mathematics, his- 
tory, philosophy, and languages. 
It a student can pass a standard 
test in any of these fields, he is 
not required to take the course. 
The result is that many superior 
students graduate earlier than 
thev otherwise would in another 
school. Chancellor Hutchins be- 
lieves that if a student has al- 
ready mastered a certain subject 
he should not waste his time or 
the time of the university by 
repeating the course. 

There are not any roll-books, 
grade, or attendance checking. 
Each student realizes that if he 
wants to learn he must attend 
classes; however, if the student 
feels that it is not necessary for 
him to attend every class in order 
to pass the subject, he is not 
required to attend, provided of 
course that he is showing the in- 
structor that it is not necessary. 
When a student believes that he 
iscapable of passing the standard 
test for a particular subject, he 
is permitted to take the test. If 
he passes he is not required to 
attend any more class periods and 
he receives credit for the course. 
This system encourages the stu- 
dent to study more outside the 
regular curriculum. 

Another change which Chan- 
cellor Hutchins made was the re- 
moval of the University of Chi- 
cago from inter-collegiate sports. 
He did not completely eliminate 
sports. He kept participation in 
sports within the university. 

The University of Chicago has 
made remarkable progress and 
success in the field of liberal edu- 
cation. Chancellor Hutchins made 
these changes in the face of se- 
vere criticism. Time and gradu- 
ates have proven him coriect.

High Point College 
Serves In Peace 
And in War 

During the recent war High 
Point College donated its facili- 
ties to the use of the government 
in order to do its part to help 
end the fight and bring victory 
to the Allied cause. 

On April 5, 1943, the army 
sent its first detachment of avia- 
tion students to the college to re- 
ceive their basic instructions in 
the fundamentals of English, his- 
tory, mathematics, physics, geo- 
graphy and other practical sub- 
jects. During the period that the 
army maintained a unit here at 
the college 753 men were put 
through the prescribed program. 

Many of these army trainees 
leturned after the war to com- 
plete their college education at 
the institution that they had been 
introduced to during the war. 
These students represented the 
neighboring states as well as the 
Northern and Western States. 

The college gained from the 
experience of having these ser- 
vice men here. The intensive mil- 
itary training tended to speed 
up the 247 regular students who 
were in attendance during the 
time that the cadets were here. 
The diversified talents and ex- 
periences of the men who had 
come from many sections of the

Approximately 60 per cent of 
the High Point graduates have 
entered the teaching profession. 
The training of capable teachers 
has been one of the primary ob- 
jectives of High Point College 
since its doors opened in 1923. 
Eleven of the 13 graduates in 
the class of 1927 received teach- 
ers certificates. For the first few 
years most of the teachers certifi- 
cates were issued to women, but 
in the last few years there has 
been a noticeable tendency for 
more men to enter the teaching 
field. This has been brought about 
due to the fact that the pay for 
teachers is practically on a par 
with the pay in a business and 
due to more security in the teach- 
ing profession than is prevalent 
in the business field. 

The department of education 
and psychology offers all the pro- 
fessional courses required by the 
state for the primary, grammar 
grade and high school teachers 
certificate. In addition to the re- 
quired courses in the school, the 
pupil, and teaching and practice, 
a large number of elective courses 
are offered in education. A varietv 
of courses are offered in psy- 
chology. 

The college is able to offer 
such a variety of courses in edu- 
cation and psychology because it 
has a well-trained and adequate 
teaching staff. 

Of the more than 1,000 grad- 
uates who have received teacher 
certificates, some are teaching in I

PANTHERS DOWNED BY E. C. T. C. 

After winning 18 straight games the Panthers traveled to 
Greenville, N. C, to play the Buccaneers of E. C. T. C. It was 
here that the Panthers met their Waterloo, but Napoleon's defeat 
was final and the Panthers bounced back to take the next four games 
to sew up the conference championship. An overall shooting accu- 
racy of only 16 per cent, bad passes, and the pressure of extending 
their winning streak contributed to the Panther defeat. The Panthers 
were off in the goal department and the Buccaneers were playing 
their best ball for this upset of the season. The Panthers tried 87 
shotf from the floor and hit on only 19. At half-time the Panthers 
held a comfortable 33-26 lead, but the scrappy Buccaneers came 
back in the second half to completely dominate the playing and to 
snap the High Point winning streak at 18 games by winning 58-53. 
E. C. T. C. evidently exerted themselves to the limit against the 
Panthers because the next night they fell to an underdog eighth- 
place Elon by a score of 54-30. 

A. C. C. GAME 

After dropping the game to E. C. T. C. on Friday night the 
Panthers traveled up to Wilson on Saturday night to redeem them- 
selves by trouncing the Bulldogs 75-63. A. C. C. is a hard team to 
defeat on its own home floor and it was the first time in three years 
that the Panthers had managed to do the job. 

E. C. T. C GAME 

On Monday, February 13, E. C. T. C. paid a visit to the home 
court of the aroused Panthers who were still smarting over their 
defeat of the previous Friday night. The Panthers extended no mercy 
to the team that had upset their applecart. Using everything but 
the manager the Panthers proved to everyone's satisfaction that 
the defeat at the hands of the Bulldogs was only a mistake that was 
corrected. Waiz hit the comeback trail in this game by sinking 22 
points by way of the hoops.

Mr. Seger stated that be knew 
Hitler personally and that he did 
not consider Hitler a genius or an 
educated man. He stated that 
Hitler possessed the requirements 
for all leaders and that was the 
ability to organize the mass in 
time of distress. Hitler became 
the seventh member of the Na- 
tional Socialist German Worker-: 
Party in 1920 and shortly there- 
after became the leader but he 
was unable to make much head- 
way until the depression set in 
during 1930. At the beginning of 
1930 there were only 13 Nazi 
members in the Parliament of 
+35. but by the end of thp year 
there were 170 members of tin- 
Nazi party. Mr. Seger at that 
time was a Democratic member 
of Parliament. Hitler still needed 
a majority before he could be- 
come Chancellor. In order to ob 
tain a legal majority he ordered 
the arrest and internment of all 
Democratic members of the house 
so that he could receive a fake 
vote of confidence. 

Hitler's success lay in his con- 
trol of the Secret State Police, 
better known as the Gestapo. Its 
membership included one person 
out of every 100 persons in Ger- 
many. This group could arrest 
anywhere, at any time without 
benefit of a warrant. They could 
try and convict without a jury. 

Mr. Seger as a member of the 
Reichstag was thrown into a con- 
centration camp by ititler. After 
three months of horrows, which 
he described as being many times 
worse than three and one-half 
years on the battlefield during 
the First World War, he man- 
aged to escape to Chechoslovakia 
and from there to the United 
States, later he became an Amer- 
ican citizen. 



Sueta, Hunt, Waiz

Four Panthers are in the first 
six highest scorers in the confer- 
ence. Graham, from Catawba, 
takes the highest scoring honors 
in the conference, but only in 
the average number of points 
scored in the total number of 
games played. Leonard Hunt, 
Panther guard, leads the con- 
ference in total number of points 
scored. Due to missing the last 
three games big Ed Sueta did 
not get the opportunity to im- 
prove his score. 

High Point still has one game 
to play with McCrary.

Others nom- 
inated were Dick Dickey, Nortli 
Carolina State; Dick Groat, of 
Duke; Hugo Kappler, North Car- 
olina; Nemo Nearman, North 
Carolina; Sut Najeway, Wake 
Forest; Sammy Ranzino, North 
Carolina State; and Creep You- 
mans, Duke. 

Hunt is a sophomore and conies 
to High Point by way of Indi- 
ana; Sueta is also a sophomore 
and comes to High Point by way 
of Pennsylvania. At the time that 
Sueta pulled a leg muscle in the 
A. C. C. game he was the highest 
scorer in the North State Con- 
ference. Hunt has displayed Ail- 
American abilities all during the 
season, but reached the peak of 
his performance in the game 
against Elon when he scored 31 
points. 

Higli Point being one of the 
smaller schools it is doubtful 
whether its nominees will make 
the final All-America team, but 
Hunt and Sueta are All-Confer- 
ence and will probably receive 
high attention in All-Southern 
honors.

Before Christmas 
a package was sent to Vassiliki 
containing shoes, socks, soap and 
many other useful articles. 

Vassiliki is the eldest of the 
three children of George Dounas 
and Helen Dounas. Her parents 
were sheep-owners living in the 
village of Legrana in winter and 
herding their sheep in the moun- 
tains in summer. They earned 
sufficient money from their herds 
to live fairly well and they were 
happy. 

In July, 1944, George Dounas 
was grazing his sheep on Mt. 
Parnis when he was arrested with 
17 other shepherds, by the Ger- 
mans. They were accused of feed- 
ing and helping the resistance 
groups seen in the mountains. 
The 18 men were executed that 
day and all their sheep were 
taken. Since that fateful day, 
Vassiliki's mother (now only 34) 
has had great difficulty feeding 
and clothing her children. They 
live in a tiny village of about 50 
families, near Sounion. where 
there is no church and school. 
The nearest school is 14 kilome 
ters and these children have no 
regular transportation to permit

$18 a month, their only income. 

The tragic plight of this family 
came to the Foster Parents' Plan 
For War Children, Inc.'s atten- 
tion and they were given emer- 
gency help. Packages of food 



and clothing are delivered to Vas- 
siliki regularly by the Plan and 
to supplement this, her mother 
is given a small cash grant each 
month to help with Vassiliki's 
home needs. Our M. S. F.'s 
"adoption" made this possible. 

Vassiliki is of normal size for 
her years, with very long brown 
hair and dancing brown eyes. 
She is extremely quiet and quite 
shy witli strangers, but she an- 
swers questions with directness 
and after her first shyness, she 
enjoys new friends. Vassiliki is 
very industrious and is always 
eager to help her mother. She 
wants to become a school teacher 
when she is grown, but her school 
attendance is so irregular, she 
faces this obstacle. Attending 
school is the high-light in her 
existence. 

It is through acts of kindness 
such as this that we are working 
toward world friendship and 
peace.

Lindley Chapel, located on the 
third floor of Roberts Hall, has 
been completely remodeled and 
is now open for the students' use.

The Chapel was first built in 
May, 1944, by the Ministerial 
Association and Religious Educa- 
tion Club in Penny Hall which 
was then the boys' dormitory. It 
was built there because the U. 
S. Army was using the men's 
dormitory and Roberts Hall. 

Dr. N. M. Harrison dedicated 
the Chapel with due ceremony 
and unveiled a portrait picture of 
Dr. P. E. Lindley, professor of, 
religion, dean of students, and 
faculty advisor to religion ma- 
jors. The Chapel was then dedi- 
cated to Dr. Lindley for his un- 
tiring and ever helpful service 
to the students.

Geography books used to show 
a picture of the famous Leaning 
Tower of Pisa, w here the great 
scientist Galileo performed some 
of his early experiments on the 
force of gravity. The tower is 
about 180 feet high. Around tin- 
year ISM, when it was built, this 
was considered to be a skyscrap- 
er. 

The ninisiial feature is that the 
top is Mi 1 -, feet away from a 
perpendicular line. If it leans 
much more it will fall. Under 
pinning with cement may be nec- 
essary.

Miss Vera Idol, professor of 
English, picked as her topic "The 
Twentieth-Century Renaissance" 
when she addressed the students 
who were admitted to The Order 
of the Lighted Lamp because of 
their leadership and scholastic at- 
tainments, on Tuesday, March 14.

peace and warJf 

Today, if Munanity and the 
world are to survive there must 
come another renaissance, another 
dominating interest in the moral 
life. The leaders must come from 
the ranks of onr students today 
to bring about the renaissance if 
the world is to survive. 

Leaders do not spring full- 
grown to lead the world. There 
must be a long period of prepara- 
tion. Lincoln studied from bor- 
rowed books beside the glow of 
a woodfire, and split rails to get 
an education, so was ready when 
his destiny called him. 

No honor comes without its 
corresponding responsibilities. 

By accepting membership in 
The Lighted Lamp you have 
pledged yourselves to live up to 
the high requirements set by the 
founders of the society. The 
name given the organization is 
meaningful. The office of a lamp 
is to light the way; an unlighted 
lamp is worth nothing.

Henry Maddux, President of 
the Student Government, an- 
nounced that the Student Gov- 
ernment approved the Constitu- 
tion for the Christian Student 
Council on March 14, 1950. 

According to the Constitution 
the purpose of this organization 
"shall be to unify, lend aid to 
the various groups on the campus, 
and to stimulate religious life so 
as to portray the Christian atti- 
ude among the students." 

Article III provides for the 
president of, and one representa- 
tive from the following organi- 
zations : Religious Education 
Club, Ministerial Association, 
Methodist Student Fellowship, 
and one from every other religious 
organization which may be formed 
by approval of this council. It 
further provides for one repre- 
sentative from every other de- 
nomination which maintains an 
organized group on campus, one 
representative elected at large 
from the student body, and four 
representatives from the faculty, 
three of which will be elected by 
this council, the four appointed 
by the President of the College. 

Election of a president, vice- 
president, and a secretary-treas- 
urer will be held by May 1 of 
each school year by a plurality 
vote of the desigpated members 
of the council. New officers will 
be chosen from the active mem- 
bership of the Council and will 
assume their duties immediately. 

Meetings will be held as often 
as the president feels that the 
need implies or on a fixed date 
of each week or month. Neces- 
sity will play a great part in 
determining whether or not there 
will be a set time. 

Miss Doris Tant and Mr. 
Wayne Shelton are president and 
vice-president respectively. Mr. 
George Thompson was chairman 
of the Constitution Committee, 
which prepared the document for 
the chartering of this organiza- 
tion. It is hoped that this Con- 
stitution will give the C. S. C. 
the opportunity to co-ordinate all 
religious activities on campus. 
The faculty is expected to pass 
on the provisions of the Consti- 
tution within the next few davs.

EDITORIAL POLICY 

Election of school officers for next year will take place some 
time during the month of April. In order to create no misunder- 
standings among the students and faculty members of the school 
in regard to the editorial policy of the HI-PO during the election 
period and indeed during the school year when a controversial issue 
arises the following points should be kept in mind so that everyone 
may understand just why certain policies are followed. 

1 — In the election of school officers the editor will take no 
sides. Each candidate will receive equal space in the paper. The 
campaign manager for each candidate will furnish all articles to 
be printed and each manager will be notified as to how much space 
every candidate will be allowed. In no case will any member of 
the HI-PO staff be the author of the material presented for publi- 
cation. 

2 — In the event of a controversial issue arising on the campus 
between faculty and students, or between the Administration and 
students, or among any group on the campus, the student paper will 
endeavor to present both sides of the question without prejudice or 
bias. 

3.— The final decisions in regard to the editorial policv followed 
or practiced will be referred to the publication council. 

4 The HI-PO is a student publication and as such tries to 
represent the majority opinions of the students. The paper is open 
to the opinion of any student on the campus and. therefore, letters 
from the students are welcome. In order to be printed the letter 
must be signed. Name will be withheld on request. The open forum 
column is likewise open to members of the faculty and subscribers of 
the paper. Everyone that submits letters is under the same regu- 
lations as quoted above. 

JOURNALISM CLASS 

A student newspaper is essential on any college campus. It is 
a means whereby the students can voice their opinions and keep up 
with news items that are interesting to them; the student paper is 
also a training ground for future writers. Many of the best journal- 
ists in this nation received their initial training with their college 
newspaper. But before a student can become a journalist he must 
receive the proper training in the proper procedure. 

The administration itself has a job to insure the future success 
of the HI-PO. At the present time there is not one place on the 
campus whereby a student can learn journalism. On page 73 of the 
I !» 19-50 catalogue it will be found that "'Introductory Journalism" 
was to be offered during the first semester, and that "Advanced 
Journalism" was to be offered during the second semester. Neither 
course was opened to the students during the specified time. In my 
investigations I have received the following answers to the question 
of why? 

1 — Not enough students interested. 
'.'—Shortage of English instructors. 

3— If a student wishes to write then is a composition class 
open. 

To th,- first answer I know from personal experience and con- 
tact tliit there are enough students interested in knowing how to 
write to fill a class When the first call was issued for help on the 
paper at the first of the year over _>() students responded. All these 
students .re anxious to learn how to write stories that the public 
would enjoy reading. 

The second answer carries the greatest weight as to a legitimate 
reason. Without a dou4vt there are not enough English instructors 
to teach all the classes that are needed. But correct writing is as 
important as correct speaking; therefore, it seems that a journalism 
i Um should reeeive equal rating with a speech class. 

The third answers as to a composition class being open is cor- 
rect. But ■ composition class and a journalism class are entirely 
different In their outlook. A composition class teaches a student 
to write correctly in the form of themes. Whereas a journalism class 
teaches a student to write correctly and. also, teaches a student to 
write in such a way that his writing will be interesting for -the 
public to read. 

If the student paper is to improve, it is important that something 
1/e done about teaching the interested students the correct procedure 
in writing and publishing a newspaper.

To the students who have not read and to the ones who might 
have forgotten I would like to quote the following from the Con- 
stitution of the Student Government of High Point College, under 
the heading of the By Law* and specifically as to the policies. 
Tkc numbers refer to the policy number: 

3. — Profanity, gambling and obscene language in all forms 
are contrary to the principles of our government. We herebv ex- 
press our emphatic disapproval and obligate ourselves to take neces- 
sary action to eliminate such. 

4. : — The potieision or use of alcoholic beverages thall be grounds 
for a recommendation to the Executive Committee for suspension 
or expultion. 

5. Social Standards — Total development is the ultimate goal 
of life at High Point College. There are many phases of this ex- 
perience and the social life is a part of it. The social standards of 
High Point College are on a high level in keeping with those of 
co-educational church institutions. All students by their conduct 
contribute daily to the level of student life. Satisfactory development 
depends on their standards being in harmony with "the standards 
of the college. The administration and the student government work 
together to maintain this high level of a wholesome social develop- 
ment. 

The above laws were drawn up by and approved by the stu- 
dents. The elected officers are pledged "to uphold these laws. These 
laws do not only pertain to the student while on the campus but 
are also in activities outside the campus. Every organization and 
cluh represents High Point College on and off 'the campus; there- 
fore, all clubs are under this law as long as students of the college 
are members of such organizations.

to expect that the young men 
and women who have been blessed 
with a college education will have 
a sense of responsibility to the 
community, state and nation. The 
church and state has a right to 
expect a higher type of citizenry 
and that they will try to help 
others receive an education and 
enjoy the same privileges as the 
church college has made possible 
for them. There is something 
wrong with the present colleges 
what young people are being 
turned out who have no sense of 
res|»msil,ility toward their com- 
munity, state, nation and col- 
leges. In a survey of a middle- 
sized Western CoHeflK, it was 
found that the graduates con- 
tributed only an average of 25 
cents a year toward the support 
of the college. 

Leading businessmen of the 
nation today are beginning to 
worry over the types of gradu 



ates coming out of the colleges. 
They are asking such questions 
as: 'How many young people 
made a decision for Christ in that 
college's last Religious Empha- 
sis Week?' Do the young peo- 
ple have a sense of appreciation 
for the type of citizenry and 
American democracy that made 
this money possible that made 
possible their education?' 'Are 
these young people really en- 
thusiastic about their school?' 
'Just how Christian is that Col- 
lege ?' 

It is time for the American 
student and graduate to wake up 
to the true meaning and worth 
of their church-related colleges."

Slow Down, Drive

One of the sorriest symbols of 
our times is America's automobile 
accident record. 

The summing up for 1949 has 
just reached us from The Trav- 
elers Insurance Companies who 
each year publish an almanac of 
crash data. Of all the facts about 
auto accidents in their booklet, 
the most significant, it seems to 
us, is this: 

More than 400,000 casualties 
in 1949 were the direct result of 
speeding. One out of every three 
Americans who lost their lives in 
last year's wrecks were killed be- 
cause someone was driving too 
fast. 

Speed has been causing a great- 
er percentage of accidents year 
after year. In 1949, speed was a 
greater factor in traffic casual- 
ties than at any time in history. 

Traffic laws and law enforce- 
ment are part of the answer. 
Engineering will help some. But 
with perfect roads and perfect

From Thieves 

In the last two weeks two de- 
plorable things have happened 
in the boys' dorm where the ac- 
tions of a thief and a short- 
sighted student have both disre- 
garded the rights of the fellow 
men and by their actions have 
caused many to suffer.

It is up to the boys in the dormi- 
tories to take the necessary ac- 
tion to catch these thieves and 
to see that they are punished 
in a proper manner. If anyone 
has any type of information the 
Student Council will be only too 
happy to take action to see that 
these sneaking thieves are dealt 
with by the legal courts.

Dr. Clifford R. Hinshaw, dean 
of instruction, on June 7 assumes 
the job as director of the Sum- 
mer school which he has been in 
charge of since 1928. 

Dr. Clifford Reginald Hin- 
shaw, professor of psychology, is 
a native son of North Carolina. 
He received his Bachelor of Arts 
from Guilford in 1916; earning 
his Master's Degree from the 
University of North Carolina in 
1!>^. He also received a Master's 
degree from Colombia in 1927. 
and in 1932 was honored by the 
degree of Doctor of Literature 
from Western Maryland College. 

He served two years as high 
school principal and eight years 
as superintendent of schools in 
this State. He acted as professor 
of education in the Summer ses- 
sions of the Woman's College of 
the University of North Carolina.

Mr. J. Hobart Allred, profes- 
sor of Modern Language and a 
member of the faculty since 1924, 
has been named by Dr. Cooke 
to succeed Dr. Lindley as dean 
of students. 

Dean Lindley, as he is affec- 
tionately called by students, has 
been the dean of students since 
1926, he has been relieved of the 
position at his request in order 
that he might devote more time 
to teaching and writing.

The chemistry department of 
High Point College will offer 
during the 12-weeks Summer 
school, which begins dune 1. two 
claasei in science. 

One of these will be a six-weeks 
•h-meiitary survey course in gen- 
eral physics, intended for the 
general layman. The course deals 
with the application of tin laws 
ol physics to the everyday things 
about us. with an attempt to ex 
plain why inanimate objects be- 
have as they do. and with some 
stress given to the application of 
physics to the objects found in 
the' home. 

The course is non-mathematical 
and has ikj laboratory. As no pre- 
vious knowledge of any science is 
required, the course is open to 
anyone desiring some general in- 
formation of physics. The course 
will count in college credit as an 
elective only. 

The other course will be gen- 
eral chemistry of college level. 
Sufficient class meetings and lab- 
oratory periods will be met to 
equal the meetings of the course 
during a college year. By very- 
intensive study and concentra- 
tion, it is possible for a college 
student to complete the science 
requirement for a degree in the 
12 weeks Summer session. The 
course carries four credit hours 
each six weeks period. High 
school graduates who intend to 
enter college may begin their 
chemistry work during the Sum- 
mer, and thus will lighten their 
work during the Fall college term, 
or will shorten their time for 
graduation. 

J. H. Mourane. professor of 
chemistry at High Point College, 
will teach the courses.

Professor Herman E. Coble, a 
member of the first graduating 
class of High Point College in 
1927. has charge of seeing that 
the students have a place to loaf 
around and sees that they receive 
the necessary textbooks by the 
beginning of each semester. 

Professor Coble has been a 
member of the faculty since 1945 
when he came here as Associate 
Professor of Education. 

In 1924 when the first students 
of High Point College reported 
to register one of the first in 
line was Herman E. Coble. In 

1927 when the first graduating 
class went forward to receive 
their degrees Herman E. Coble 
was the first one to step upon 
the stage to receive his A.B. and, 
therefore, led the way that around 
2.000 students have followed 
since that memorable date. In 

1928 Miss Amelia Wagoner 
stepped upon the stage to receive 
her degree and a little later be- 
came Mrs. Coble. In the gradu- 
ating class of 1950, Herman Co- 
ble, Jr., will receive his degree. 
This is the first time in the his- 
tory of the school that a student 
of two alumni has graduated from 
the college. Although in one other 
case three members of the same 
family have graduated from the 
school. But the mother took her 
degree at the same time that the 
degree of her son was conferred. 

After graduating from here. 
Mr. Coble went to the Leaksville- 
Spray-Draper schools. In a few- 
years he went to Carolina and 
got his M.A. degree. Then he 
returned to Spray and assumed 
the principalship of the school 
where he remained till 1945 at 
which time his alma mater beck- 
oned to him. 

Professor Coble can always be 
seen around the bookstore trying 
to beat the salesmen off or try- 
ing to get an article that the 
students would enjoy having. He 
is always willing to "try and help 
a student obtain a book or an 
article that they need.
